He was on his way to supper when aa 
the car stopped a young man, a little 
over 17 years of age, climbed aboard 
and rushing to the general stabbed 
him twice, the first blow severing the 
jugular vein, the second cutting his 
face. 
He died instantly. 
The assassin was captured. 
He gave 
his name as Jose Estrada and his home 
as Ocos, Guatemala. 
The members of the Guatemalan 


colony, many of whom formerly lived 
in Ocos, know of no such name and do 
not recognize the youth, who is doubt­ 
less a paid assassin.

Ile was principal teacher of the j 
Cherokee Orphan Ass lum, IST1.) and 
1880; ss as secretary of the Board of 
Education of the Cherokee Nation, 
1881 to 188-1; he began the practice of 
law in I SLH); was president of the In­ 
ternational Fair at Muskogee, in 1882, 
1983, 1»4; was editor and owner of 
Indian Chieftain in 1>>4; at Vinita; 
was United State-' Indian Agent for 
the Five Civilized bribes from 1887> to 
I >89. 
The National Banking act of the 
United States was extended over the 
Indian Territory by his efforts, and he 
organized thereunder the First Nation­ 
al Bank of Indian Territory 
August 
1st. 1890—The First 
National Bank 
of Muskogee. 
He was elected as its 
president for ten years in succession, 
declining re-election in 1900. 
The act of Congress of March 1st. 
18>9, establishing the United States 
Court for the Indian Territory, with 
jurisdiction strictly in line with Indian 
treaties, was due to the efforts of Mr. 
Owen. 
He was secretary of the tirst 
Bar Association of the Indian Terri­ 
tory (organized 18>9). 
On January 14th. 1890, he entered 
the service of the Choctaws as attorney 
and conducted to a successful issue the 
famous Leased District case, recover­ 
ing for the Choctaws and Chickasaws 
against the United States, 82,991,47>0, 
March 3d, ls91. 
He was attorney for the Western 
Cherokees who recovered $824,(HK) in 
>1894. 
He conducted the case of the 
Eastern Cherokee through a contest of 
six years before the Legislative, Ex­ 
ecutive 
and 
Judicial Departments, 
winning a judgment in the Supreme 
Court of the United States of live mil­ 
lion dollars in May, 1906. 
Chief Justice Charles C. Nutt, forty 
years a justice of the Court of Claims, 
stated that in his opinion Mr. Owen’s 
argument in the Eastern Cherokee case 
was the finest he had ever heard in 
that court, 
and Senator Moses L. 
( lapp. of Minnesota, stated on the 
floor of the C S. Senate that a Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States had pronounced Mr. Owen’s 
argument before that Court one of the 
ablest heard there for years. 
The Act of Congress of March od, 
1901, giving citizenship of the United 
States to every Indian in Indian Ter­ 
ritory was drawn by Mr. Owen, and its 
passage was due’in a large measure to 
him. 
Secretary Cortelyou gave Mr. 
Owens the pen with which the act was 
signed by President McKinley. 
This 
act gave full citizenship to over seven­ 
ty thousand Indians, gave them politi­ 
cal independence, and relieved them of 
the personal disability of being wards. 
Mr. Owen has had great experience 
in various lines of business; has handled 
many thousands of cattle; has directed 
barming operations on a large scale.

Workers After Many Fruitless Ex­ 
periments— Value of the New 
Product. 


Washington.—One of the most im­ 
portant 
commercial 
developments 
from the work of the Carnegie geo­ 
physical laboratory in Washington is 
Quartz 
the possibility of manufacturin 
glass. 
Dr. Arthur I.. Day and E. S. Shep­ 
herd 
are the two 
men 
who 
have 
achieved the feat. 
They do not take 
any interest in the commercial possi­ 
bilities of the matter. 
Dr. Day, for in­ 
stance. says that they have shown 
that the thing can be done, and now 
if a commercial co m p a n y wants to 
take it up it can do so, all of the facts 
having been made public in the scien­ 
tific press and before learned societies, i tory tried 
so that tie re is no possibility of any- the quartz 
one getting a patent on it. 
The value of quartz glass over ordi- j 
nary glass is that it can be heated to ! 
a tem perature of about 1,000 degrees 
Centigrade without softening, and its 
expansion under any ordinary heat is , 


so trifling as to be almost a negligible 
quantity, 
lr also can be heated al­ 
most red hot and plunged into cold 
water without cracking and has the 
peculiar property of allowing the pas­ 
sage of the ultra violet light rays, 
making it remarkably valuable in pho­ 
tography. 
The value of quartz glass had been 
recognized for a long time, and owing 
to the cheapness of German labor it 
had been manufactured in a way for 
laboratory use in the form of tubes 
by heating small clear quartz crystals 
and sticking 
them together. 
The 


about 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
then subjecting it to an air pressure 
of between 400 and 500 pounds. After 
this it was allowed to gradually cool. 
The ait pressure squeezed out the air 
bubbles, and the result was a solid and 
clear mass of quartz glass. The plates 
that have so far been made are only 
about three by Ave by half an inch in 
size. 
The bubbles are few, not over 
one half a millimeter in diameter, and 
are not frequent enough to interfere 
with *he use of the glass for lenses, 
mirrors and other optical work. 
The 
experimenters think that a little more 
skill and experience 
would 
enable 
them to make the glass entirely free 
from flaws. 
The value of the glass 
in 
photo­ 
graphic work is due, as has been said, 
to its property of allowing the pas­ 
sage of tin* ultra-violet rays, which 
are the rays that do the actual work 
in photography. 
In this connection 
the glass will be peculiarly valuable 
for the Cooper H ew itt 
incandescent 
light tubes, such as are now in use 
in tin* post office building. 
These 
tubes are very valuable now for pho­ 
tographic work, but with the quartz 
glass tubes they will be immensely 
more so. 
Tin' glass, when it is once made, 
can In? blown or pressed or cut like 
ordinary 
glass. 
It 
takes 
a much 
higher degree of heat to handle it, the 
oxyhydrogen blow pipe having to be 
used, while the material has to be 
worked much more quickly than ordi- 
i. ry glass. 
As to the cost of the process, Dr. 
Day would attem pt no estimate, m ere­ 
ly saying that they had spent a great 
deal of money In doing us much as 
they had done, but that probably if the 
thing were done on a commercial scale 
and a larger unit of production adopt­ 
ed the cost would be considerably re­ 
duced. 
, 
The cylinder where the glass is 
made is a powerful iron ' bomb." lined 
with graphite, and one of the problems 
in working on a larger scale would be 
to secure larger sheets of graphite for 
this lining. These sheets could be sup­ 
plied only by one of the big companies 
now operating at Niagara.

RENfcWING OLD ORCHARDS. 


How Pruning and 
Cultivation 
Witt 
Give New Life to Trees* 


Altogether the most profitable orch­ 
ards are those set in recent times,. 
or at least put out in 
the modern 
method. They are composed of strong, 
healthy, vigorous trees which prac­ 
tically cover the ground aud among 
which there are no blanks. 
On many 
farms, however, there are smaller or 
larger tracts of old orchard, many of 
which are worthless and many more 
of which are not distinctly profitable. 
Some of these old orchards could be 
rejuvenated. 
They could be brought 
into reasonably good bearing and to a 
point where they would really pay a 
profit. 
Now the rejuvenation of 
an 
old orchard is a fairly simple matter, 
providing it is properly understood, 
says Country Gentleman. 
The impor­ 
tant. point is that it does not consist 
in t lit* application of any single pat­ 
ent remedy. 
Spraying will not do the 
work; pruning will not cure all the 
troubles; tillage alone will be worth 
very little; the only way 
to 
get the 
desired result is to 
apply 
proper 
methods all along the line. 
The soil 
should l)e loosened up and proper 
drainage provided. The trunks should 
be scraped clean and spread with cop­ 
per sulfate or Bordeaux mixture. 
Old; 
dead limbs should be cut out. 
A rea­ 
sonable but not 
excessive 
pruning 
should he given. 
Thorough spraying 
should be undertaken. 
In case the 
trees ate of mixed or unprofitable va­ 
rieties. they should be regrafted to 
standard sorts. 
It is not likely that 
additional plant food will be required 
at first, except on soils very much de­ 
pleted. 
An orchard taken vigorously 
in hand in the m atter of tillage, prun­ 
ing and spraying is apt to start into 
a strong growth at once; and if a 
good deal of raw fertilizer Is applied, 
there may easily be more growth than 
is desirable. 
However, one must keep 
his eyes open, and in case the trees 
show the want of more food, it should 
be given. 
It is really a comparatively 
easy matter, if all these things are 
systematically attended to, to bring an 
old orchard round. 
It requires from 
two to five years to do it, depending 
on the condition of things when the 
m atter Is taken in hand.

Fisher of Yale has just completed en­ 
durance tests w'hich he claims vin­ 
dicate a diet without flesh foods. The 
'tests were simple but effective, being: 
First, holding out the arms as long as 
possible; second, deep knee bending;

• parisons were made between flesh eat- 
| Ing a th le te s and nonflesh eating se­ 
dentary workers. 
Prof. Fisher says of the result: 
“The experiment furnished a se­ 
vere test to the claims of the flesh ab­ 
stainer. 
The result would indicate 
that nonflesh eaters have far greater 
endurance than those accustomed to 
the ordinary American diet.’'

It Is probable that when the bill 
to turn the historic old structure into 
a city hall conies up for consideration 
much of the history of the ancient 
jvalace will he brought out in speeches 
on the floors of both houses.

The value of quartz glass had been 


recognized for a long time, and owing 
to the cheapness of German labor It 
had been manufactured In a way for 
laboratory use in the form of tubes 
by heating small clear quartz crystals 


about 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit, an« 
then aubjectlng It to an air pressure 
of between 400 and BOO pounds. After 
this It was allowed to gradually cool. 
The ale pressure squeezed out the air 
bubbles, and the result was a solid and 
clear mass of quartz glass. The plates 
that have so far been made are only 
about three by five by half an Inch la 
size. The bubbles are few, not over 
one-half a millimeter In diameter, and 
are not frequent enough to interfere 
with 4he use of the glass for lenses, 
mirrors and other optical work. The 
experimenters think that a little more 
skill and experience 
would 
enable 


them to make the glass entirely free 
from Haws. 


The value of the glass 
in 
photo- 


graphic work Is due, as has been said, 
to Its property of allowing the pas- 
sage of the ultra-violet rays, which 
are the rays that do the actual work 
in photography. 
In this connection 


the. glass will be peculiarly valuable 
for the Cooper-Hewitt Incandescent 
light tubes, such us are now in use 
In the post ottlce building. 
These 


tubes are very valuable now for pho- 
tographic work, but with the quartz 
glass tubes they will be immensely 
more so. 
The glass, when it is once made, 


can bo blown or pressed or cut Ilka 
ordinary 
glass. 
It 
takes 
a much 


higher deniee of heat to handle it. the 
oxyhydrogen blow pipe having to ba 
used, while the material has to be 
worked much more quickly than ordi- 
i. iry glass 
As to the cost of the process, Dr. 


Day would attempt no estimate, mere- 
ly saying that they had spent a great 
deal of money In doing as much as 
they had done, but that probably If the 
thing wore done on a commercial scale 
and a larger unit of production adopt 
ed the cost would bo considerably re- 
duced.

RENfcWINQ OLD ORCHARDS. 


How Pruning and Cultivation Will 


Give New Life to Trees. 


Altogether the most profitable orch- 
rds are those set In recent tlmes.l 
r at least put out In the modern 
lothod. They, are composed of strong, 
-ealthy, vigorous trees which prac- 
ically cover the ground and among 
hlch there are no blanks. On many 
arms, however, there are smaller or 
arger tracts of old orchard, many of 
which are worthless and many more 


f which are not distinctly profitable. 
iome of these old orchards could be 
cjuvonatod. 
They could be brought 


nto reasonably good bearing and to a 
mint where they would really pay a 
jroflt. 
Now the rejuvenation of 
an 


ild orchard Is a fairly simple matter, 
irovidlng it Is properly understood, 
lays Country Gentleman. The impor- 
ant point is that it does not consist 
n the application of any single pat- 
•nt remedy. Spraying will not do the 
vork; pruning will not cure all the 
roubles; tillage alone will be worth 
vorj little; the only way to get the 
leslred result Is to 
apply 
proper 


methods all along the line. The soil 
should be loosened up and 
proper 


drainage provided. The trunks should 
be scraped clean and spread with cop- 
per sulfato or Bordeaux mixture. Old; 
dead limbs should be cut out. A rea- 
sonable but not 
excessive 
pruning 


should be given. 
Thorough spraying 


should b« undertaken. 
In case the 


trees aie of mixed or unprofitable va- 
rieties, they should be redrafted to 
standard sorts. It Is not likely that 
additional plant food will be required 
at first, except on soils very much de- 
pleted. An orchard taken vigorously 
in hand In the matter of tillage, prun- 
ing and spraying Is apt to start Into 
a strong growth at once; and If a 
good deal of raw fertilizer Is applied, 
there may easily be more growth than 
Is desirable. However, one must keep 
his eyes open, and in case the trees 
show the want of more food, it should 
be given. It is really a comparatively 
easy matter, if all these things are 
systematically attended to, to bring an 
old orchard round. 
It requires from 


two to five years to do It. depending 
on the condition of things when the 
matter Is taken in hand.

the New World. 


Santa Fe, N. M.—If the bill now 


pending In the legislature of New 
Mexico becomes a law the old gover- 
nor's palace, one of the most historic 
structures in Santa Fe, erected hun- 
dreds of years ago, will be turned over 
to the city for a hall. 


The bill was introduced by Speaker 


Roman Libcralo Paca of the house, 
who Is a descendant of one of the old- 
est native families in the southwest 
and whose ancestors helped to build 
the old palace. 


At present a section of the old pal- 


ace is rented by the territory to the 
United States government for a post 
office. The New Mexico Historical so- 
ciety also has a valuable collection 
of antiquities stored in the palace. 
Several rooms have been used by pa- 
triotic and political organizations for 
headquarters. 


The old governor's palace has been 


the scene of action, martial and politi- 
cal, for centuries and could be pre- 
served Indefinitely. 
The history of 


the southwest Is interwoven about the 
old building.

Spanish and American governors and 
soldiers have In turn used the old pal- 
ace as headquarters.

of the murders, assassinations, fights 
and councils that have been held with- 
in Its walls would fill a volume.

most red hot and plunged into cold 
water without cracking and has the 
peculiar propertv of allowing the pus- 
s-a«e of the ultra \lolet iiRht rays, 
making it renmrUabl> valuable In pho- 
tography. 


The value of quartz glass had been 


recognized for a long time, and owing 
to the cheapness of German labor tt 
had been manufactured In u way for 
laboratory use in the form of tubes 
| by heating small clear quartz crystals 
| and stick nig 
them together 
The 


I tube» unil other vessels thus built up 
1 were louuh, patohwoi k-lookiug affairs, 


but hpr\ed a number of useful pur 
£KJbOS. 
However, there was no way 


\ of manufacturing the substance into 


gla^s sheets of any size because ran- ' 
dom masses of broken qiwrtz could ) 
not be fused together without having 1 
the resultant glass full of air bubbles 
I 


The workers of the Carnegie labora- 


tory tried al] sorts nf methods 
If I 


the quartz was intensely heated, free j 
silicon was deposited on the inside of 
the air bubbles, and the glass v.:is 


j spoiled in two v,a\s, Instead of one. 


which was a-plenty. 
The flnai solu- 


tion of the problem was found in heat- 
ing the quartz to the melting point, 


about 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit, anfl 
then subjecting it to an air pressure 
of between 400 and GOO pounds. After 
this It was allowed to gradually cool. 
The ale pressure squeezed out the air 
bubbles, and the result was a solid and 
clear mass of quartz glass. The plates 
that have so Tar been jn»de are only 
about three by five by half an Inch in 
size. The bubbles are few, not over 
one-half a millimeter In diameter, and 
are not frequent enough to interfere 
with +he uae of the glass for lenses, 
mirrors and other optical work. The 
experimenters think that a little more 
skill and experience 
would 
enable 


them to make, the glass entirely tree 
from llawa. 


The value of the glass 
in 
photo- 


graphic work is due, as has been said, 
to Its property of allowing the ^as- 
sasre of tho ultra-violet rays, which 
are tho rays that do the actual work 
in photography. 
In this connection 


tho glass will be peculiarly valuable 
for the Cooper-Hewitt incandescent 
light tubes, such us are now in use 
in the post ottloe building. 
These 


iubos are very \aluable now for pho- 
tographic work, but with the quartz 
glass tubes they will be Immensely 
more so. 


The glass, when it is once made, 


can bo blown or pressed or cut like 
ordinary 
glass. 
It 
takes 
a much 


higher desire of heat to handle It, the 
oxy hydrogen blow pipe having to be 
used, while the material has to be 
worked much more, quickly than ordl* 
i. iry glass 


As to tho cost of the process, Dr. 


Day would attempt no estimate, mere- 
ly saying that they had spent a great 
deal of money In doing as much as 
they had done, but that probably if the 
thing were done on a commercial scale 
and a larger unit of production adopt- 
ed the cost would bo considerably re- 
duced. 


The 
c> Under where the glass la 


made Is a powerful Iron "bomb," lined 
with graphite, and one of the problems 
in working on a larger scale would be 
to secure larger sheets of graphite for 
this lining 
These sheets could be sup- 


plied only by one of the big companies 
now operating at Niagara.

The cloth was about an eighth of 


an Inch thick and on its face bore 
the address and the usual stamp. San 
Francisco and Kingston have furnish- 
ed any number of these postals.

R EN t WING OLD ORCHARDS. 


How Pruning and Cultivation 
Witl 


Give New Life to Trvea* 


Altogether the most profitable orch- 


ards are those eet \n recent times,! 
or at least put out In 
the modern 


method. They are composed of strong, 
healthy, vlgoroua trees which prac- 
tically cover the ground and among 
which there are no blanks. On many 
farms, however, there are smaller or 
larger tracts of old orchard, many of 
which are worthless and many more 
of which are not distinctly profitable. 
Some of these old orchards could be 
rejuvenated.' They could be brought 
Into reasonably good bearing and to a 
point where they would really pay a 
profit. 
Now the rejuvenation of 
an 


old orchard Is a fairly simple matter, 
providing It is properly understood, 
says Country Gentleman. The Impor- 
tant point is that it does not consist 
in the application of any single pat- 
ent remedy. Spraying will not do the 
work; pruning will not cure all the 
troubles; tillage alone will be worth 
very little; the only way to get the 
desired result Is to 
apply 
proper 


methods all along the line. The soil 
should be loosened up and 
proper 


drainage provided. The trunks should 
be scraped clean and spread with cop-h 
per sulfato or Bordeaux mixture. Old,' 
dead limbs should be cut out. A rea- 
sonable but not 
excessive 
pruning 


should be given. Thorough spraying 
should b« undertaken, 
In case the 


trees ate of mixed or unprofitable va- 
rieties, they should be redrafted to 
standard sorts. It IB not likely that 
additional plant food will be required 
at first, except on soils very much de- 
pleted. 
An orchard taken vigorously 


in hand in the matter of tillage, prun- 
ing and spraying is apt to start into 
a strong growth at once; and if a 
good deal of raw fertilizer la applied, 
there may easily be more growth than 
is desirable. However, one must keep 
his eyes open, and in case the treea 
show the want of more food, U should 
be given. It is really a comparatively 
easy matter, if all these things are 
systematically attended to, to bring an 
old orchard round. 
It requires from 


two to five years to do it. depending 
on the condition of things when the 
matter Is taken in Jiand.

Isaac Manhoff, of Dubuque, De- 


cides He Hat Had Enough 


•nd QuIU U«ing Them. 


Dubuque, la.—With a record of 


nearly 1,000,000 cigarettes, at an av- 
erage of 60 a <lny, Isaac Manhoff, a 
peddler 40 years old, haa decided to 
renounce the weed. 
The habit had 


such a hold on him that It was neces- 
sary to awake at all hours of the 
night and roll a "coiBn nail" before 
he could be lulled to sleep again. 
When a lad In Russia he began the 
habit which he found so hard to shake 
off. 
Despite this fact he will devote 


his days to trying to convince men 
and boys that thpy should cease the 
practice. 
Manhoff was In the habit 


of 
smoking 
ten 
cigarettes 
before 


breakfast, and the rest of the day a 
cigarette was out of his mouth only 
a few minutes at a time. 


For a man who has Inhaled the 


fumes of so many cigarettes Manhoff 
is a strong man. 
He weighs about 


175 pounds, and has a massive chest 
and a square build. 
He says: "You 


see. when I awoke in the morning the 
first thing T wanted was a cigarette. 
Generally 1 smoked about ten before 
breakfast. 
No, I never smoked while 


eating, but as soon as 1 finished 1 
would put one in my mouth. 
Then 


through the day 1 would smoke them 
continuously, one now and another 
shortly 
after. 
Then 
night 
would 


come and 1 would smoke them late 
and many times even In bed." 


"Have you ever smoked a cigar?" 
"I have smoked two cigars In my 


life. 
I couidn't smoke them because 


they made mo sick. When I get cigars 
now I give them to my friends." 


"How did you happen to Quit smok- 


ing?" 


"Well, you see. It was just like this: 


When I was afflicted with a cold I 
usually got hoarse and whiJe I smoked 
the hoarseness grew more Intense. 
Ono day not long UKO the thought oc- 
curred to me that I should forsake 
the cigarettes. It was then and there 


that I made up my mind to nevei 
smoke another 
one." 


"What was about your cigarettes that 


was different from others?" 


"Well, when I smoked I always used 


the Russian rice paper and not the 
rag paper used generally In America. 
Why, If I had smoked the rag paper 
instead of the rice I would have been 
dead long ago."

TO SAVE HISTORIC PLACE. 


Relic of Days When Spain Ruled In 


the New World. 


Santa Fe, N. M.—If the bill now 


pending In the legislature of New 
Mexico becomes a law the old gover- 
nor's palace, one of the most historic 
structures In Santa Pe, erected hun- 
dreds of years ago, will be turned over 
to the city for a hall. 


The bill was introduced by Speaker 


Roman Liberate! Haca of the house, 
who is a descendant of one of the old- 
est native families in the southwest 
and whose ancestors helped to build 
the old palace. 


At present a section of the old pal- 


ace Is rented by the territory to the 
United States government for a poet 
office. The New Mexico Historical so- 
ciety also has a valuable collection 
of antiquities stored In the palace. 
Several rooms have been used by pa- 
triotic and political organizations for 
headquarters. 


The old governor's palace has been 


the scene of action, martial and politi- 
cal, for centuries and could be pre- 
served indefinitely. 
The history of 


the southwest is interwoven about the 
old building. 


Indian 
governors 
and 
warriors, 


Spanish and American governors and 
soldiers have In turn used the old pal- 
ace as headquarters. 
The histories 


of the murders, assassinations, fights 
and councils that have been held with- 
in Its walls would fill a volume. 


It Is probable that when the bill 


to turn the historic old structure Into 
a city hall conies up for consideration 
much of the history of the ancient 
palace will be brought out In speeches 
on the floors of both houses.

Ensign Clifford Is a native of Charl- 


bury, a village near Oxford, England. 
He has been In the United States 
about five years. One of the first sac- 
rifices that he made upon entering the 
Salvation army In his native country 
was that of personal liberty. Ho was 
Imprisoned for a time during the bit- 
ter persecution which the army suf- 
fered In the early years of its warfare 
la England.
